Host of 
the prisoners from Russian concentration carps in Germany were broken in health 
ond spirits. It was the source's impression from converastions with larre num 
bers of “hese persona thet the most vicious of all the Rucsian camps in Germany 
was the onus et Mublhaussn, in Thuringia. 
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The Yorn Barracks at Frankfurt were divided into three "zones", Zonas 1 con- 
tained persons who were classed as major criminals, including all fomer Gere 
man officers of field rrade or hicher. Zora IT contained rersons av‘ainst whom 
there vere only minor chairvtes, <= well as those in the process of doing re- 
leased, Zone ITI contained PWs who vrore returninc from Russia, 


The Russians made a point of allowing no one to die in Zonea II or III of the 
canp. Those desrarately i111 and on the point of death were loaded on ‘aprons 
and moved to the Hindenburg Barracks t:o or three miles away, where they died 
and ws*s buried. The doetors in the Horn Barracks infirmary found at diffi-~- 
cult “ give effective treatment to the sick because of the shortage of drugs; 
their :ief occupation was the keeping of elaborate case histories in which 
recorir. of medical dosares ware entered even when none vere in fact adminis- 
teredwhich wos usually the ease. The Russian authorities vere insistent 

upon the keeping of paper evidence to the effect that the treatment of rrisoners 
was in all cases correct ani humane. Medicines and aneesthetics were available, 
as a rule, only on occasions when there was an inspecvion of the camp. Opéra=- 
tions could be rerformed only «ith the specific sanction of the Russian physicians 
in char-~, and this rermission was siven only after lone delays, in the course 
of which the patient sometimes died. <A Dr. Hauer is ~entioned as one who, when 
sufferizg from an allment which could have been cured through operation, 
neverti:less died because ths permission to operate was never rranted, 
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
